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SCHOOL REHEBORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State, the following re- 
port of the condition of the schools of Richmond for the year 
ending March 1, 1880, is respectfully submitted : 

There have been eleven schools in town the past year. 
The appropriation for District No. 4 still remaining unexpend- 
ed. District No. 10 remains as last year. 

The amount appropriated for the support of schools, 
$1126.23. Whole amount expended for the same, including 
$15.00 paid District No. 10, $1016.10, | 

The aggregate number of weeks 195-1-2. Average length 
of schools for the year 17.77; whole number of scholars 142 ; 
cost per scholar $7.05; average daily attendance 121.29; 
cost per scholar, based upon the average attendance, $8.25 ; 
total number of days’ absence, 743 1-2; number of tardies, 
142; dismissals, 70; number of visits by Superintending 
Committee, 44; number of visits by citizens and others, 409. 

The aggregate number of terms was 20, with an average of 
9.77 weeks each. Fourteen different teachers have been ém- 
ployed in these schools, and their success will average well _ 
with those of any of the past few years. — 

This year we have completed the introduction of the Frank- 
lin Readers. Excepting the reading books the text books 
remain nearly the same as for several years. 

Agreeable to an act of the Legislature, approved July 31st, 
1878, we have thought best to place in our schools, the new 
map of New Hampshire. As they were not received till most 
of the schools had closed, but few have been benefited by 
them this season. 
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There has been a growing neglect of the Spelling Book for 
a number of years past; a branch which we consider one of 
the most important. We have endeavored to remedy this 
defect by calling the attention of the teachers to the fact the 
past year, and we think they have generally complied with 
our requirements in this respect. Written exercises in spell- 
ing were adopted in some of the schools. We think they 
should be in all, at least half the time, by all who are able to’ 
write. 

The attendance in some of our schools has been very irreg- 
ular the past year. It is to be hoped the parents will aid in 
correcting this great evil, that a better record may be shown 
in the future. 

It is much to be regretted that our school-rooms are so poor- 
ly furnished with the necessary apparatus for the illustration 
of the different branches pursued. We consider no school- 
room complete without a Globe, Wall Maps. and Blocks for 
the illustration of Square and Cube Root. Also, there should 
be a large Dictionary. And yet all these appliances, together 
with good teachers, will fail to bring our schools to the desir- | 
ed standard, unaided. That attainment rests largely with 
the parents. 

In comparing the number of visits made by parents this 
year with last, we find there has been considerable decrease. 
This is not as it should be. They are too forgetful that their 
presence in the school-room, and co-operation with the teach- 
er, is essential to the improvement and well-being of the 
school. As was stated last year, many of our teachers have 
failed to fill out their Registers fully ; a lack which occasions 
the Committee considerable inconvenience and delay in mak- 
ing their report. We hope improvement will be made in that 
respect in the future. 

Thanking the public for the kindness and courtesy that has 
been extended to us, we submit the following special reports : 
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SPECIAL REPORTS. 


District No. 1.—Mrs. C. W. Conway, Prudential Com- 
mittee. This district was fortunate in again securing the 
services of Miss Addie E. Healy of Winchester, for both 
Summer and Fall terms. Miss H. is a thorough and efficient 


teacher, and no one present at the close of either term could 


fail to see the highly creditable result of her labor.. She un- 
dertakes nothing in the school-room that she does not. thor- 
oughly perform, and the ability and skill with which her man- 
agement is characterized, make her worthy a high rank as a 
teacher. Good attention was given to the Spelling Book. a 
branch that has been neglected too much in almost all our 
schools. The Metric System of Weights and Measures was 
also. taught in this school; a subject which should claim the 
attention of teachers generally, as it will doubtless soon be- 
come one of the requirements of all. 

No. 2.—Mr. James M. Bennett, Prudential Committee. 
Both terms of school in this district were taught by Miss 
Belle E. Norcutt of Dana, Mass. This was her first experi- 
ence in the capacity of a teacher. She endeavored to work 
for the interest of the school. With more experience she may 
rank among the successful teachers. The examination at the 
close of each term was very interesting, showing a fair degree 
of improvement. ‘The parents in this district seem to mani- 
fest an interest in the school, and seek to encourage both 
teacher and scholars. 

No. 3.—Mrs. Loren Taylor, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer term was taught by Miss Emma L.: Ballou of Swan- 
zey. This was her first experience as ateacher. The school 
under her instruction made fair progress. 

The Fall term was under the instruction of Miss Fannie E. 
Holbrook of Swanzey. This was her first experience as a 
teacher. She seemed to possess some of the qualifications of 
a good teacher, and with more experience may rank among 
our best teachers. ‘The scholars, though few in number, were 
orderly and well disposed.. At the examination, we found 
the scholars very prompt in their answers, which gives much 
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credit to themselves as well as the teacher. A good progress 
was made. 

No. 5.—Mr. Orlan H. Martin, Prudential Committee. 
The Summer term was under the instruction of Miss Gracie 
E. Brooks of Swanzey. She labored for the good of the 
school. Her pleasing manner in the school-room is well cal- 
culated to win the love of her pupils. The scholars were gen- 
erally obedient and well disposed. ‘The examination passed 
very pleasantly. <A fair degree of improvement was made. 

Fall term. Miss Lillie A. Eames of Swanzey had charge 
of this term of seventeen weeks. <A thorough and successful 
teacher. She endeavored to create an interest in the school, 
and to make it profitable to those under her charge. Some of 
the scholars were not so studiously inclined as would have 
been desirable. Generally they were orderly and obedient. 
Had there been more promptness on the part of the school, 
the examination would have been more interesting. How- 
ever, a good progress was made. The scholars, at the close, 
presented the teacher a beautiful picture as a token of their 
love and esteem. 

No. 6.—Amos Martin, Prudential Committee. The Sum- 
mer term was under the instruction of Miss Lucie A. Stone of 
Colerain, Mass., who worked faithfully for the advancement 
of her pupils, with good results. Considerable attention was 
given to map drawing, a plan which might be profitably adopt- 
ed in all the schools. Had the discipline been more rigid. 
still more commendable results might have been attained. 
This is a school which requires of a teacher not only the nec- 
essary qualifications to teach, but marked ability to govern. 

The Fall term was taught by Mr. Charles H. Goodell of 
Royalston, Mass. We think Mr. G’s. best efforts were put 
forth in behalf of his pupils, and a commendable degree of im- 
provement was made. If it is desired that this school should 
come up to a higher degree of excellence, the parents must 
make it a personal matter, each one doing their part in the 
work. We are too often forgetful of the fact that it does not 
rest entirely with the best of teachers whether or not success 
crowns their efforts, and that we have a duty to perform as 


i 
well. We should instruct our children to respect and obey 
their teacher, and also show. by our presence in the school- 
room as often as possible, that we have an interest there, and 
wish to form just and correct opinions. Only in this way can 
parents and teachers receive mutual benefit. 

The Winter term, in charge of Miss Minnie L. Bent of Cav- 
endish, Vt., who is a teacher of large experience, ‘and who. 
by her fidelity, together with her genial ways, won the love 
and respect of her pupils. We were very well pleased with 
her method of instruction, and, considering the brevity of the 
term, all was accomplished that could reasonably be expected. 

No. 7.—Isaac Mellen, Prudential Committee. There was 
but one term in this district, which was taught by Miss Mary 
J. Holbrook of Swanzey. We were very favorably impressed 
at both our visits. Good order prevailed, and the pupils - 
seemed to be doing their best to assist the teacher in making 
the term a profitable one. And the examination proved that 
their efforts were all rewarded. ‘The pupils were prompt in 
their answers and showed a good understanding of what they 
had been over. We think Miss H. has reason to be well sat- 
isfied with the result of her labors. 

No. 8.—Henry Ballou, Prudential Committee. The Fall 
term, which was the only one this year, was taught by Miss 
L. Isabel Cass, a well-known teacher of this town, who in an 
unobtrusive way, accomplishes much in the school-room. 
Thoroughness characterizes all her work. ‘The exercises at 
the close of the term were very gratifying to the committee as 
as well as creditable to the teacher. This was the only school 
in town in which any of the higher English branches were 
taught. Some of the pupils were well advanced, considering 
their ages, there being a class in Greenleaf’s National Arith- 
‘metic and Algebra. 

No. 9.—Joseph Swan, Prudential Committee. Both terms 
were taught by Miss Hattie E. W. Richards of Warwick, 
Mass. She came to us well recommended as ateacher. Her 
labors here were successful. She manifested an interest in 
her pupils, gaining their love and esteem, thus making the 
school pleasant and profitable. The scholars were orderly 
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and attentive. The examination showed a thorough work 
had been performed. 

No. 138.—Sidney B. Bowen, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer term was taught by Miss Grace M. Putney of Fitz- 
william. ‘This is a somewhat difficult school to govern ; but 
the term was a success under her instruction. She labored 
for the good of her pupils, thus creating an interest in the 
school. ‘The scholars seemed to realize the importance of 
gaining knowledge, and strove to make the term one of great 
profit to themselves. The examination was satisfactory to 
your committee. 

The Fall term of nineteen weeks was taught by the same 
teacher, whose interest.in the school was not lessened. At 
this term the older scholars attended. At our first visit all 
seemed to be doing what they could to make this term one 
of value to themselves as well as pleasing to the teacher. At 
the close we were solfy to see so many absent, thus depriv- 
ing themselves of that which would be to them a blessing in 
future years. The writing books were worthy of mention, 
and displayed neatness and improvement. ‘Taking it as a 
whole, the school was a success. 

No. 14.—Theodore C. Parker, Prudential Committee. 
Both Summer and Fall term were taught by Miss A. Ger- 
trude Bufitum of Winchester, who made her first trial in teach- 
ing in this district, and with fair results in the first term. 
She endeavored to do her duty well, and was assisted by her 
pupils who were orderly and attentive to their studies. We 
think with more experience she will hold a very favorable 
rank as a teacher. 

We visited the Fall term at its commencement, and found 
it in good condition ; but were unable to judge of the improve- 
ment made during the term, as no examination was had, 
partly on account of the absence of some of the pupils, occa- 
sioned by sickness, and partly because of the inefficiency of 
the school-house to protect the school from the inclemency of 
the weather. 

No. 16.—Henry E. Tolman, Prudential Committee. This 
school was taught by Miss Nellie F. Bowen of this town, who 
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possesses many of the requisite qualities of a good teacher. ‘The 
order was excellent, and an average degree of improvement 
was made; and considering this was her first experience -in 
teaching, and most of the pupils quite young, a creditable 
appearance was presented at the close of the term.
